This message, which was 
received in the Colony a few days ago, tella 
us that there is an education question in 
that country, and that it ia stirring the 
people almost as fiercely as the same 
question does in England. Happily there 
is not the same sectarian strife in the 
Iberian kingdom. The differences of opinion 
are really concerned with too little educa- 
tion and too much education. Paradoxical 
fis this may seem, it is nevertheless ‘a fair 
description of the present state of affnirs in 
that country. Portugal, to its shame, is 
one of the most illiterate nations of Furope. 
It is inthe company of Russia and Turkey. 
And its wanderings from the paths of 
progress may be understood when it is 
remembered that about eighty per cent. of 
its population are illiterate. That repre- 


~~ gents one feature of the educational 
ee It is felt that the schools should 
opened to a larger proportion. An 


ignorant proletariat caunot le said to be a 
source of strength to any country, and 
enlightened Portuguese realise that if their 
country is to retain or improve its position 
the benefits of education must be showered 
more lavishly upon the populace. The 
schoolmaster must be abroad in the 
land before Portugal can receive the best 
that its citizens have to give, and not till 
education is more widespread can Portugal 
hope to take its place among the leading 
nations of Europe or the world. As t» 
* too much education "'—a contradiction in 
terms in: fnee of the accepted axiom that no 
one can be overeducated—this applies to 
the overcrowding in the professional classes. 
It is asserted that the solitary university 
which Portugal possesses turns ovt too 
many barristers, doctors, and other pro- 
fessional men. Ordinarily, the law of 
supply and demand would regulate this. 
Once a profeesion became overcrowded, 
it would offer little inducement for 
men to enter it, and in course of (time 
matters would be adjusted. But it is inter- 
ference with the law of supply and demand 
that is said to be responsible for the diesatis- 
faction in Portugal. It is argued that the 
Government is induced to find positions for 
many of those profestional men, and in con- 
sequence the country is saddled with num- 
bers of unneceseary officials, Of course this 
is a complaint that is not confined to the 
most westerly country in Europe, and 
perbaps the argument is used more for poli- 
tical purposes than asa serious contribution 
to the discussion of the education question. 
A suggestion of such influence is undoub- 
tedly at the bottom of the trouble in the 
university town of Coimbra. According to 
the Lisbon press, accertain gentleman, 
wishing to qualify as a doctor of law, sat for 
examination, but the Faculty’ would not 
allow him to pass.

THE CHINESE CENSORATE. 


—_—--s - ——_ 
(Daily Press 17th. April). 


It is a common experience ofmankind, and 
& continual disillusioning of reformers, that 
the best ideals of applied theory fail to 
yield wholly satisfactory results in actual 
practice. There is always the rift in the 
lute, the sudden jerk when the unfelt 
tether of humanity is stretched, and the 
more or less pninful recognitiou of the 
existence of ignored limitations. China is 
an empire of worthy ideals and of unworthy 
practices, of immaculate philosophy and 
palpitating passions. It is not alone in 
this. Every publicist in every communily 
becomes aware of it at some time or other, 
and has to resist, if he te concerned for 
the well being of his kind, the teinptation 
to the pessimistic hojelessness of con- 
cluding that all is vanity and vexation 
‘Tbe Chinese Censor, for instance, 
ig a most praiseworthy institution in theory, 
und much more capable of utefulness 
“than the sculptured depository of anony- 
mous compluints used by old-time Vene- 
tians, or than the letter-boxes of the 
well-meaning, but in Mahy ways mistaken, 
ex-Vicerv-y SHum. Officials being- mortal 
- and human, though necessary, whut more 
"excellent idea could be conceived than 
to appoint a body of super-officials whose 
duty it would be to watch thein and their 
conduct in the interests of the general 
public, and to praise or denounce as 
occasion seemed to warranty With the 
comseiousness that such Argus-eyes were 
upon him always, every official might 
be expected to walk carefully io the way 
in which he should yo. The Censorate 
of China in theory 1s a sort of «fficial 
conscience, a monitor to approve or dis. 
Approve at the Fight moment, conducing to 
Prubity and fairdealing. Its members 
were to. be the policemen of mandarin 
thoroughfares, a restraint upou all tendency 
to disorder, and a moral support to all

law-abiding) travellers therein. It is such 
a good thing, in theory, that it is a wonder 
the Keir Hardies of other countries have | 
never ads aaied its adoption elsewhere. 
Possibly its/theoretical uspect of perfection | 
has not beet brought to their notice, or it | 
may he that there are ao many equally guod 
ideals going! ahegging that its tura has not 
yet comune. in practice, it has regretfully to 
be admitted, the Chinese Censorate is and 
has always. been a hollow fraud, a whited 
sepulchre. It has not tended to official 
righteousneis, but it has piled extra stones 
upon the cairn of corruption. One of its 
latest manifestations is in connection with 
the Japanese-modelled constabulary of 
Peking. The new police orgauiration of 
the Chines¢ capital has been regarded as 
one of the symptoms of Chinese reform in 
bein, There is little doube that it is an 
actual reform, though at present better in 
intention than performance. The Censors 
do not seem to think go, however, and for 
the third time they have denounced to the 
Tbrone the Commissioners who rule the 
new organization and exercise magisterial 
functions. ‘Incapacity and avarice’ is 
the charge whicb the virtuous Ceusors have 
levelled against the chiefs of the gendutr- 
merie, and in reply the Censors are accused 
of “jealousy and apite.”" It seems that 
the creation of two Commissioners of Matro- 
politan Police with magisterial fanctions has 
taken away three-fourths of the power of the 
Cansors, who have hitherto had invested in 
them the magisterial functions now held hy the 
two Commissioners of Gendarmerie. Prior to 
this Peking was divided for magisterial and 
other conveniences, into five ‘“oities"” or 
sections, in each of which was a Censor, who 
held the designation of “Superintendent of 
Police” of his “City” or section and tried all 
police cises brought to bim. Cases of im- 
portance requiring to go before the higher 
courts were handed over by him “after due 
inquiry” to the Court of the Governor of 
Peking, or to the Censorate—usuilly after the 
victim had been-equeezed dry. The creation of 
Commissioners and sub-(‘ommissioners of 
Gendarmerie has, therefore taken away the 
“ Rice-bowl '* of Censors who have lost their 
most lucrative means of support. 


The mistake was in ever allowing these 
Censors to take extra-Censori:! duties, 
giving them els ics fur “ squeeze "' 
and exaction which as censors only they 
would not or should not have had. As a 
Censor is a man and a Chinaman, or a 
Manchu and a mandarin presumably, he 
should never have been permitted, in view 
of the theory of his position, to aim at fees 
or pavment hy results. It is quite evident 
that the model has Leen departed from, and 
the Censors not a whit better than the 
censored. It is rather amusing, becaus2 
typically mandarinesque, to fiad the com. 
mandant geaocral of the geodarmerie 
alluding to the “useless and decrepit: 
orgavization ” of the Censorata regime, and 
it is certainly impressive to learn that the 
Throve shelved the Censors’ memorials on 
the strength of representations that “since 
the policing of the streets of Peking by the 
new gendarmerie crimes have lessened by 
two-fifths, whilst the number of arrests has 
been seven to every two made by the old 
time police of the cedsors.”” That there 
should be more than three tim-s the num- 
ber of arrests after crime has lessened by 
two-fifths is one of those afatisiical ; 
henomena calculated to convince even the 
WAGER-Empeess that the old order 
changing, giving place to the new, ie not 
altogether bad use ~ revolutionary 
When railways and enlightenment prevail ;

the preliminary enquiries had been complet. 
ed in all bat 250 ca:ea, and recommended 
that in 201 cases in which the fnal 
enquiries bad heen made, relief to the 
amount of 27,436 should be granted. The 
distribution of relief was thercapoa commenced 
eimultaneously with the completing of the 
enqdiries, and from time to time as the work 
ro , the recommendations of the 
avestigating Committee were presented to the 
Sub-Commitiee for consideration acd adoption, 

Each claim was made the subject of two 
distinct enquiries by two or more members of 
the Investigating Committee; the individoal 
recommendation were than revited by the Com. 
mittee and systematised, and finally at the 
sotual distribution, occasion was taken to verify 
the claims, 

4. By the 23rd October 302 cases had been 
eligwad at a cost of $40,302, 

5. On the 24th Ootober the power of the 
Rub-Committee were further defined at a 
meeting of the General Committee. 

6. On the Ist Novemboc it was resolved thet 
no grant should be made towards building « 
boat ualess secarity could be given that the 
boat would be bait before China Now Year 
(13th February), 

*. During November searching enquiries 
were made by the Sub-Comittee into claims 
made by masters of jgnks and large fishing 
boats, and a report was finally adopted recom: 
mending the General Committee to approve of 
grants in the case of 272 auch claims. 

& By the 2ist January the distribation of 
relief to Chinese was completed, though 
subeeqaently one claim from a European was 
met by a grant. 

9. As cach boat is completed the master has 
it measured, and the certificate is endorsed by 
the Inspector who made the measurements to 
show whether the boat is a now one, or from 
some other port or simply repaired, aad the 
surety’s bond is then cancelled. There remain 
about 350 bonds to be dealt with, but in con- 
nection with this work no expense will fall on 
the fund.

The twenty-third session of the Imperial 
Diet was ceremouioasly brought to ac end 
to-dey: by the reading of a short Imperial 
message. Parliament will again assemb‘e in 
the antdmn and uext year we are to have 
a general election, when it is to be hoped that 
the opinions of ihe people. will be decisively 
shown by their seleciions. ‘“‘he past session 
lag &gen oue of hard work, to judge by the 
summary given of Bills; representations and 
petitions considered by the Honss and Com- 
mittees, but the qession has also been dis- 
tinguished in other ways. ‘lhe passing of a 
Budget of 6U0 million yeu with remarkable 
celerity and little discussion was commented 
upon in these notes at the fime, bat it will 
bear a further reference. Your ‘Lokyo corres- 
pondent was taken to task in a friendly way 
for his alleged ignorance of the procedure 
of the Japanese Diet. ‘The Japan Mail 
criticised the note which spoke of an “enor- 
mously swollen- budget’ being passed in the 
house with very little criticism, and the Yoko- 
hama journal took the

OVERTIME CUSTOMS FEES AT 
SH ANGHATLT. 


M-ssrs Gibb, Livingston & Co., agents of 
the B:n Line and the E. and A. S. 8S. Co., and 
Mesera. Butterfisld and Swire, ageats of the 
O. 8.8. Co, and numerous other lines, wrote 
the following joint letter to the Shanghai 
General Chambor of Commerce. 

Shanghai, January 22, 1907. 

Dear SMr,- The undersigned representatives 
of Shipping (‘:mpanies to Shaoghai rolicit the 
assistance of the (‘hamber of Commerce in 
protesting azninst the imposition by the Com- 
missoner of Customs of overtime fvas for 
permits to work cargo aftar Customs koars, 
whether the vessel works after thoss hours or 
not. 3 

It frequently happens that a steamer is due 
either at Woosnog or Shanghai after Customs 
hours, but from causes over whioh it will be 
readily understood we have no control, her 
arrival is dalayed, similarly with steamers leav- 
ing the port it is quite impossible to state the 
actual hour when the discharge or loadiag of 
cirgo will be completed; in sach o1ses it has 
been customiry to apply for the permit in 
anticipation, aad up till quite recently such 
permits, if not used, were not charged for. 

The Commissioner of (‘astoms now contends 
that asa staff of tidewaiters has to ba provided 
thay mast, therefory, be paid for, and whilst we 
feel that there might perhaps bs some reasou 
in this argument were the whole of the fees - 
collected utilised in this manner, there can be 
no jnstification for changiog a fee, only a very 
small portion of which can possibly be so 
utilized. 

We venture to hope that you will place this 
latter bafors the committee and that we shall 
receire the support of the Chamber ia protest- 
ing against what appears to us to be an injustica 
to the shipping iaterest of the port.” 

Toterrogated by the Chambor, the Commis- 
sioner of Customs replied, that shipping firms | 
had been obtaining such permits in excess of 
actual requiremuents, aod that in consquen-e of 
the dislocation of staff (Customs officers being 
detiiled for extra duty at points where their 
services were not required, to the detriment 
of necessary work elsewhere ia the harboar) he - 
could hold out no hope that these charges would 
ba foregone. To the complaining firms Mr. 
Hobson replied (in part) “the proportion 
of unussd permits to the total issue is still 
thirty-two, per cent. although shipping agents 
have received repeated warnings that by gon- 
tinuing to apply for more permits thaa were 
absolutely required, they would briag about the 
striot enforcement of the Specist Permit Fee 
rule, ‘The tiguees for 1905 were 12,854 permits 
taken out, and 5,525 unasad; and for the four 
months eoding in sores this year 3,029 taken 
out and &87 anuged. I cin see no reason, 
thsrefore, for delaying any longer to carry out 
the rale notified afresh in March last. Customs 
Notification No. 64."

PIECE-GOODS. 


Messrs. Noel, Murray & Co's Report on the 
Shanghai Piece Goods Trade, dated Shanghai, 
11th April, 1907, states:—We have to thank Mr. 
Theodore H. Prics of New York for hia very in- 
teresting pamphlets of 26th and 28th February 
concerning the Cotton Crop of America, and, as 
he writes “thoughtful students of commercial 
Raerata a? cannot fail to be profoundly impressed 
vy the history of the cotton market during the 
past ten or eleven years." He points out that 
whereas the crop ia 1895-6 was 7,147,000 bales 
and sold at an average of about 74 cents per 
pound, this season's crop is between 18 and 14 
million bales at an average of prvbahly 10] centa 
per pound. It would be aa well for this problem 
to receive the earnest study and attention of all 
interested in this trade as showing the tremen- 
dous possibilities with which it i< surrounded. 
Importers are fairly weary of waiting for the im- 
provewent in our market which never comes, 
and holders generally are showing a considerable 
amount of anxiety. This promises’ to be more 


| accentuated aow the native mousy murket is 
‘commencing to advance after a long spell of 


extraordinary easine-s. It has greatly assisted 
the dealers to pay outstanding sccounts and so 
continue to carry their goods comfort bly, but the 
stringency that will te caused by the reduction 
of the local stock of sycee that is now going on 
most curtail their power to hold as they have 
been doing, and must inevitably give to the 
merchants in the consuming districts the oppor- 
tunity they have waited for so long, namely, tu 
get goods at their own prices.
